If you want copies, I’ll make, if you haven’t, but the originals 
should be available for court, llease thank him rofuseiy, especially 
because this correspondence is dated after my inquiries of Justice and after 
those made for me in Britain, by the press and a fine young girl who I 
designated my agent. Bud will have them next week, when be returns to town. 

I’ve a call in for the ^oniSon T imes, which may have already completed their 
planned story. They were r searching the extradition law first, having been 
here. I am also doing a story for the National inquirer, just confirmed by 
phone, and may use excerpts from the letters there. I think I’d best eliminate 
Masterman’ o name, which is easy, to keep him from being hassled. °nless I 
hear otherwise from you i'T^ediataly , I’ll assume the masking of identity 
will provide him what you also regard as sufficient protection. U ntil i get to 
writing the (17CC word) piec6, I ’ll not know for sure. But it may be better 

to use his letters raths r than the original ones for a variety of reasons. I’ll 

be using my State letter anyway, so that, too, covers him. 

In thacourso of reading these things to the Times reporter, who ha d 
just returned tbs caLl, 1 note that, the Masterman name on the law ends at the 

bottom of the second ’cage, whereas tiiere clearly was at least one more. I think 

this may else interest Bui, to vnom I will take it* If you write Masterman 
before you hear from mo further, please ask him if getting photocopies of the 
laws and decisions presents any problem in the event a) Bud wants them and b) 
cannot get tnaia here. I also think it best to keep him and Bud separated for a 
number of reasons, only one of which is ^ud’s time, too much of which is wasted 
by such things. I’ll probably have tna extradition treaty after the i iraes 
finishes with it. 

If you have the missing pege(s ), please rash them to me so that in 
my 07 m writing I can be certain of accuracy. 

I’ll try and get this in tonight’s mail, but that will be only if I 
m*?ke a trip to twon. I’ve heard encouragingly from Mayhew and whan I respond, will 
send copy.
